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The automobile, one of 
the most mixed blessings to be 
bestowed on civilization has 
had from its inception to its 
final disposal, a massive impact 
upon man and his environment. 

Adjustments required by 
society during the automobile's 
operational life-time have cl- 
aimed international attention 
for many years, yet, little 
thought has been given to pro- 
viding it with a decent burial 
upon its demise. Neglect of 
this problem has left urban 
communities and rural country- 
sides littered with abandoned 
hulks, hideous eyesores that 
speak volumes about these rust- 
ing monuments to man's short- 
sightedness. 

The growth of this problem 
is cause for concern. During 
each of the past three years, 
motor vehicle registrations in 
Ontario have increased over 
those of the previous year by 
more than 100,000 vehicles. 

The total for 1965 was about 2, 
500,000. Latest figures indicate 
annual registrations of 3,500,000 

Now belated experiments 
are being conducted to find 
possible solutions to this problem. 


AN ONTARIO-WIDE DISPOSAL 
SYSTEM? - 

In 1970, Matthew B.M. 
Lawson, a Toronto Planning 
Consultant, completed a survey 
commissioned by the Province 
on "The Maintenance of Prop- 
erty - A Program for Ontario, " 
in which he stated: "What is 
needed is a positive way of 
disposing of old car hulks; one 
that is easy and cost-free for the 
individual. ” He then recomm- 
ended that "the Province dev- 
elop and operate a suitable On- 
tario-wide system for the dis- 
posal of car hulks." 

Referring to this study in the 
Throne Speech at the opening 
of the Second Session of the 

Twenty-Ninth Parliament on 
February 29, 1972, the Hon- 
ourable William Ross Mac- 
Donald, Lieutenant Governor 
of the Province of Ontario 
stated that “a program will be 
implemented to remove the 
blight of abandoned automob- 
ile hulks and automobile gra- 
veyards from our landscape. "

STUDENT TEAMS MAPPING 
EXTENT OF PROBLEM - 

Now a positive step has 
been taker. James Auld, 
Minister of the Environment, 
has announced that on June 19, 
1972, a program was launched 
which initially involves thirty 
students, hired by the Ministry 
of the Environment.

andoned car problem. 


AREA COMPOUNDS FOR 
COLLECTION OF HULKS - 

Current estimates indicate 
that about 750,000 derelict 
hulks are lying forsaken along 
Ontario's roads and on private 
property. The purpose of the 
program is to arrange for the 
establishment of collection 
compounds in each of the areas 
under survey. Co-operation 
will be sought from local bus- 
inessmen and citizen groups to 
bring abandoned automobiles 
to these compounds for collect- 
ion. The students will also ask 
owners of derelict cars if they 
would be willing to bring their 
cars to these compounds, or, to 
permit them to.be towed away. 
When sufficient automobiles 
are collected, they will be 
shipped out for metal re-cycling. 

The disfigurement of public 
and private property by the 
abandonment of derelict cars 
has been described as “an act 
of vandalism." |Man must be 
made to realize that his right 
to "do his own thing” in this 
"throw -away society" does not 
extend to the exercise of total 
disregard for his impact upon 
the environment and’ the thought- 
less destruction of amenities 
which he must share with the 
present and future inhabitants 
of this battered planet Earth.

Supermarkets experience a 20 
per cent increase in turnover 
in the summer, the Brewers 
Retail and LCBO show higher 
rated increase, again about a 
half of the increase was 
attributed to park visitors. 

It was estimated that total 
park-generated income exceeded 
$800 ,000 of which $350,000 
was spent in the county. This, 
it would be pointed out, is 
from a renewable and sustain- 
able resource - vegetation, 
climate, scenery and water. 

It is a resource that with 
proper husbandry and careful 
control could provide increa- 
sing numbers of jobs in the 
expanding recreational 
servi ce sector.

report from Russia. 

The Soviet government 
announced it would spend $1.2 
billion in the next eight 
years to clean up the Volga 
and Ural rivers. Many Soviet 
scientists believe that it may 
be too late ond that the rivers 
ore already dead. 


CREAMED SPINACH 


Observers on a steamer 


341 VICTORIA AVE, BELLEVILLE, Ml sailing down the Volga reported | 
@ that the wake left behind the 


boat looked and felt like 
“creamed spinach". Most of 
the commercial fish in the 
river are already killed, in- 
cluding the sturgeon with its 
roe that eventually becomes } 
the famous black caviar. f 

This is the result of oil 
spill from ships and industries 
on the Volga and its tributaries. | 
An excess of industrial wastes 
and sewage from several large 
cities makes the problema ser- | 
ious one indeed. 

Over the last five years 
670 water purification plants | 
have been built in the Volga 
and Ural basins, and in the 
next eight years $360 million 
will be spent to install add- 
itional plants in 51 cities. Some 
of Russia's biggest cities lie 
on the Volga and major centers | 
such as Gorky, Kazan and 
Ulyanovsk dump their raw sew- | 
age right into the river. 


BURNING RIVERS 

In some areas, the con- 
centration of oil in the water 
is so high that the dumping of 
cigarette butts and lighted 
matches into the water is for- 
bidden. Recently a Soviet 
newspaper reported that Chil- 
dren had set the Volga on fire 
and the fire department had to 
be called to extinguish the 
blaze. 

Huge dams on the Volga 
and Ural have seriously affect- 
ed the level of the water in 
the Caspian Sea, which is also 
dangerously polluted by seep- 
age from numerous offshore 
drilling operations. These dams 
have impeded the movements 
of fish in the rivers as well as 
the nutrients that are vital to 
the survival of the fish. Beh- 
ind the dams the water evap- 
orated at a disastrous rate and 
less water flowed into the 
Caspian and Aral seas. 


MOSQUITOES AND MALARIA 
In a few areas where fish 
have become scarce, mosquit- 
oes have re-appeared along with 
malaria.

decrees have been passed by 
the government. 

More recently, decrees have 
been issued to protect Baikal 
Loke, which holds a Fifth of oll 
the fresh water in the world. 

These orders help a little, 
but not enough. Purification 
devices on oil and pulp and 
Paper operations are inadequate 
and no one is going to close 
the plants down. 

It's no surprise that in the 
Soviet Union the fight against 
pollution is waged not so much 
by the government as by prof- 
essors and journalists.

Rock arvings 


The ravages of time combined wit 
slogan scrawling tourists are 
endangering ancient petro- 
glyphs in the remote Lake 
Kijemkiyik area of Nova Scotia. 

Rock carvings, which 
experts date as early os 600 
A.D. were found in the Lake 
district, 30 miles north of 
Annapolis. But an Opportun- 
ities for Youth project, started b 
six students from Trent Uni- 
versity will initiate steps to 
record them this summer before 
they fade into oblivion. 

"Some of these carvings, 
under water during the winter 
months, are gradually being 
washed away," says project 
organizer Brad Myers. “Others 
in the sites accessible to 
tourists have been defaced 
with slogans like ‘John loves 
Mary.' E 

The six man restoration 
crew, all anthropology majors, 
will be camping out in the 
park for the duration of the 
program. With chalk and paint 
they will trace over each of 
the etchings so the images will 
again be clearly visible. 

They also plan to map 
each site and photograph the 
restored drawings. 

The cost of the restoration 
project is being financed with 
a $7,198 opportunities for 
Youth grant. 

"The petroglyphs are right 
on the canoe routes once 
used by the aboriginal peoples 
of Nova Scotia", says Myers. 
"Long after the Indian artists 
vanished however, fishermen 

and lumbermen using the same 

waterways in the 1850's camped 
on the same sites and left their 
own legacy of sailing ships 

and lumber camps on the rocky,

GEORGIAN BAY EXPERIMENT 


An experiment on a deserted 
island in Georgian Bay a few 
years ago proved that the North 
American Indian is much more 
civilized than the white mon. 

Dr. Fulton Fisher, professor 
of biology at Simon Fraser Uni- 
versity; told the international 
symposium on the science of 
creative intelligence here Sun- 
day at Queen's University that 
he conducted the experiment 
personally. 

He said that six white 
teen-age boys and six Indian 
teen-age boys were taken to 
the island, given the basic 
equipment for survival and told 
to make do with what they 
were given. 

"Immediately , the Indian 
boys formed a type of co-op- 
erative," Dr. Fisher said. 

Their system was effective. 
Each took turns at doing every- 
thing, even being boss for a 
day. They shared everything. “ 

He said that, on the other 
hand, the white boys decided 
to live as individuals. Each 
did his own cooking. 

"They just didn't co-operate 
in anything," he said. "In 
fact, one day they even smashed 
all their supply of eggs in an 
egg fight." 


However, Dr. Fisher said 
the most important observation 
he made during the experiment 
was how the Indian boys looked 
at nature as a whole. 

Told to draw certain objects 


| in nature such as seagulls, 


otters and such, the Indian boys 
all drew them, but added the su- 
rrounding landscape. 

"This clearly indicated to 


me that the Indian sees everything 


as a whole," Dr. Fisher said. 
"Only one drawing did not 
have background and that was 
an oyster. Of course, you pick 
up the oyster and hold it in your 
hand. So it has no background. 

He said the white boys all 
drew the objects beautifully, 
but without the natural surround- 
ings. 

Then he told a story of an 
Indian artist he took to see the 
killer whale in Vancouver's 
acquarium. 

Although the artist said he 
had never seen the whale, the 
mammal stopped its tireless 
circling of the pool when he 
arrived and swam to where he 
stood. There, it rolled over 
several times and finally swam 
away. 

"| said to him, “ said Dr. 
Fisher, "that it was almost as 
though the whale knew him. " 

The artist later told him

Growing pains for Napanee 


Campus becomes 
more attractive 


Students will return to Find a new $35 million building 
awaiting them on Loyalist College's campus at Belleville this 
September. The second permanent building on the campus will 
house cafeterias, a gym, circular library and administrative 
offices. Shown at the far right of this architect's drawing of 
the building is the glass fronted student lounge. (Loyalist Coll-

There's plenty of getting- 
away-from-it-all room on the 
grounds at Loyalist College. 

The spacious campus always 
impresses out-of-town students, 
who revel in its 136 acres of 
rolling countryside just three 
miles west of Belleville. 

Less than five minutes from 
any classroom door are cedar 
groves, grassy banks beside a 
tiny, winding stream, and ple- 
nty of places for fall and spring 
outdoor lunches and studying. 

The cedar bush that covered 
the site five years ago is grad- 
ually being pushed back by lawns 
and flower beds along Loyalist 
Wallbridge Road in front of the 
College. But wilderness oreas 
have been retained for students’ 
enjoyment beyond the new col- 
lege buildings. 

The College's architects 
have taken advantage of the cam- 
pus's natural features, preserv- 
ing stands of cedar around bui- 
Idings and parking lots. 

They positioned the coll- 
ege buildings on a limestone 
outcropping in a split level 
arrangement that gives panor- 
amic views of the rolling coun- 
tryside from all main assembly 
oreas. 


A master landscaping plan 
is now in preparation. Event- 
ually, when the building pro- 
gram is complete, the college 
buildings to the east and north 
will stretch the unspoiled na- 
tural landscape. The college 
creek will be dammed to form 
a man-made lake and playing 
Fields will take over a meadow 
at the north boundary. 

The campus rests on bed- 
rock of limestone and shale, 
once the bottom of an ancient 
lake. Rock outcroppings offer 
a bonus for student naturalists - 
millions of fossils. 


Sewage disposal and ad- 
equate water supply are pos- 
ing major problems for Nap- 
anee, and Richmond Township, 
now that the area is faced with 
the possibility of three major 
service developments locating 
there. 

The first to be announced 
was a shopping mall to be 
built by Mora Developments 
Ltd. , near Lennox and Adding- 
ton County General Hospital. 
The building permit was init- 
ially refused by Napanee Cou- 
ncil because present services 
were inadequate, shunting the 
problem to Richmond Township 
Council. Last Tuesday night, 
Richmond Clerk James Kimm- 
ett asked Napanee Council to 
reconsider, after being advi- 
sed to do so by OWRC. The 
Township is prepared to offer 
the Town $5,000 towards ex- 
tending the town's water and 
sewer system. After this, the 
township is prepared to pay 
the double rate, Mr. Kimmett 
said. 

Although negotiations for 
services are still underway, a 
sod-turning ceremony is sched- 
uled for August 29th, constru- 
ction to start the Tuesday af- 
ter Labour Day. 
| A second shopping mall is 
proposed for a site on Highway 
No. 41 close to the Ontario 
Provincial Police office, by 
Omsac Developments Ltd. 
Before construction can begin, 
an amendment to the zoning 
law is required. At the pres- 
ent time, the first 300 feet 
back from the highway is zoned 
commercial and the rest is in- 
dustrial. 

Councillor C.A. Milligan, 
who owns the property, csked

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U.S. SAYS AIR GETTING 
CLEANER, WATER DIRTIER 

The air in the United States 
is getting cleaner, but the : 
rivers and streams are becoming 
more polluted, the Government 


reported yesterday. 


The decrease in air pollution 
signifies that the nation is "tu- 
rning the corner" in its efforts 
to clean the air of contamin- 
ants, said Russell Train, chair- 
man of the Council on Environ- 
mental Quality. 

But he warned that pollut- 
ants entering major watersheds 
from agricultural and construct- 
ion activities pose a serious 
threat to efforts to purify the 
streams and rivers. 

"Until we can deal with 
these effectively, we will not 
be able to overcome the water- 
pollution problem," he said. 

He made his remarks after 
giving the council's third ann- 
ual report on the environment tc 
President Richard Nixon. 

The report estimated the 
cost to improve the environ- 
ment during the 1970s would 
reach a cumulative total of 
$287-billion for the decade or 
about $100 per person per year.

We speak to you Mr. 
Minister as the representatives 
of the non-status Indian and 
Metis people of Canada who 
number in excess of 400,000 
Canadians, all of whom are 
of Indian ancestry. 


It was not always this way. 


When this country was put to- 
gether more than one hundred 
years ago, there were no art- 
ificial, legalistic definitions 
as to who was native and who 
was not.

of Canada in 1868 recognized 
the existence of "Indian people” 
which included all those per= 
sons of Indian ancestry, who 
were living an Indian way of 
life, who chose to remain such 
and all their descendants. 
(Ch. 42, S. 15, Statutes of 
Canada 1868). Our people 
understood, accepted and su- 
Pported that approach. Since 
then, however, both legislat- 
ively and administratively, 
successive federal governments 
have divided and dispersed our 
people. As a result, at the 
present time, the vast majority 
of Canada's native people are 
shut out of special programs 
and services. 

Throughout the years the 
federal government, under the 
provisions of the B.N.A. Act 
has recognized a special resp~ 
onsibility for Canada's native 
people. Since 1884 the federal 
government has attempted to 
discharge this responsibility 
through a special agency but 
it too has been treated much 
like an orphan or foster child 
and bounced from the Secret- 
ary of State to the Department 


of Mines, to the Department of . 


Citizenship, to the Department 
of Northern Affairs. In theory 


this agency which, for the momen 


is the Department of Indian 
Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment, provides a full range of 
programs and services to Ind- 
ian people. You are well a- 
ware that for administrative 
convenience DIAND has con~ 
sistently used a very narrow and 
legalistic definition of the 
term “Indian"“. As a result, 
the bulk of Canada's native 
people are not eligible for the 
special kind of help they need 
and want. Indeed ther is am- 
ple evidence that even those 
people for whom DIAND ace~ 
epts responsibility have bene- 
fitted very little from one hun- 
dred years and billions of dol- 
lars expended by that federal 
agency on their behalf. 


We are upset by this dev~ 
elopment because our regist- 
ered Indian brother organiz- 
ations are being led to believe 
that any help given to the Me- 
tis and non-status Indians must 
necessarily result in a loss of 
funds they would otherwise get 
from DIAND. Their fears go 
even further to the point where 
they may suspect us of seeking 
to come under the umbrella of 
DIAND and to occupy Indian 
lands. This misunderstanding 
is one which DIAND has done 
nothing to dispel but we think 
may even tacitly encourage

and is serving to drive another 
wedge between us. 

Legal and administrative 
distinctions may make sense to * 
the dominant society but they 
do not to us. For example - 

~ The school-age children 
of a native woman living on an 
Indian reserve neor Vernon, 
British Columbia, walk to the 
highway every morning along 
with their Indian cousins to 
catch the school bus. The First 
bus that comes along is the 

"Indian" bus and the cousins 
ore allowed to get on. Her 
children are not because they 
are not "Indians" within the 
meaning of the Act. The sec- 
ond bus arrives that transports 
white school children and when 
the native kids attempt to get 
on they.are consistently told 
that they should be on the 
‘Indian’ bus, 

Our worst fears of a few 
months ago have been realized 
as a result of recent develop- 
ments. We refer specifically 
to decisions by your government 
to place the funds and the ad- 
ministrative responsibility for 
native cultural-educaticnal 
centres with the Federal Dep- 
artment of Indian Affairs. As 
Metis and non-=status Indion 
people, we know what this _ 
means and we want to impress up- 
on’ you the danger this poses 
to the majority of native people 
in this country who are not — 
served by that federal deport- 
ment. We donot think this wos — 
the intention of Cabinet nordo 
we think that you as Secretary 
of State would agree to exclude 
us. We can assure you on the 4 
basis of bitter experience that the 
federal Department of Indian 
Affairs feels no responsibility ; 
for our groups. Certainly there 
has been no proof in the past of 
lively concern for native people 
in general but only for those 
natives who fall within the mea- 
ning-of the Indian Act os they 
interpret it. 

Without labouring the point, 
we draw your attention to the 
substantial Funds made avail- 
able by the federal government 
several years ago for native arts 
and crafts development in 
Canada. The administration of 
this program was vested with the 

Department of Indian Affairs. 
They have in’ their possession o 
report which documents in 
painful detail their failure af- 
ter an expenditure of several 
million dollars. They not only 
were unable to get money into 
the hands of Indian craftsmen 
but their purchasing procedures 
required their officers to rec~

This preoccupation with "teg- 
istered" Indians not only was

1970-71, only $200,000.00 
represented payments to Indian 
people while the rest was used 
to meet administrative over- 
head within the department.

by our native people. Funds 
have been made available to 
the registered Indians to do 
research into unfulfilled prov- 
isions of treaties and to out- 
standing legitimate land claims 
of Indian people in those parts 
of Canada where treaties were 
never signed. The Metis peo- 
ple of western Canada and the 
non-status Indian people in 
the rest of Canada have similar 
claims that legally and mora- 
lly are every bit as valid as 
those of the registered Indians.

to speak for us. We look to 
you as the spokesman and gua- 
rdian within the federal Cab- 
inet of all disadvantaged groups 
in Canada and we believe 

that our condition within that 
category warrants your priority 
concern. 

In the course of the past 
year we have made several sp- 
ecific requests toyou.and we 
want to repeat them now bec- 
ouse these ore matters that are 
within your power to grant: 

1. We would like to see 
native representation on sey- 
eral key federal agencies and 
boards. We refer to the CRTC 
ond the CBC where we feel that 
the presence of a native app~ 
ointee would not only be good 
for these boards but would 
serve as a communications link 
between us and them. 

2. We also seek the app- 
ointment to the Senate of any 
one of a number of eminent 
and distinguished Metis Can- 
adians as a way of recognizing 
that our people need a voice in 
Parliament and that we as a 
people have something to con- 
tribute to it. 

3. We note that all other 
segments of Canadian society 
whether farmer or industrialist, 
westerner or easterner, Jew or 
Gentile, new Canadian or old 
can see in the composition of the 
Senate and various government 
boards and councils a spokes- 
man for their particular cause 
and a recognition of their con- 
tribution to the public life of 
the country. As native people 
we want the composition of 
these boards and agencies to 
recognize and reflect us. . 

We have asked you in gen- 
eral terms to serve as our spoke= 
sman in the Cabinet and to 
grant us a handful of specific re~ 
quests that fall within your 
own jurisdiction. But the main 
purpose of this brief is to im- 
press upon you the importance 
of re-establishing your depart~ 
ment as the primary federal a- 
gency to which all native peo- 
ple of this country can turn for 

citizen development funding. 
In terms of cultural-educational 
centres for native people, in 
terms of friendship centres for 
native people, in terms of pro- 
grams to develop native arts 
and crafts, we see no other al- 
ternative. We are alarmed that

Unusual winter temp- 
eratures caused severe damage 
to or ruined most of the peach 
crop in Western Ont., and the 
frost of June 11 caused exten- 
sive damage to many crops over 


Now, and probably the most 
severe, excessive rainfall in 
Eastern Ont., has ruined grain 
crops and left most of the hay in 
the Fields. Dairy farmers are 
particularly hard pressed. 

Blake Sanford, Co-ordinator 
for the Ontario Region of the 
National Farmers' Union said 
today that following a thorough 
discussion of the situation at a 
Regional Meeting last week, 
letters have been sent to the 
Hon. Wm. A. Stewart, Minister 
of Agriculture & Food for Ont- | 


ario, and the Hon. Bud Olson, 


Minister of Agriculture in Ott-

TO THE EDITOR: 

Dear Sir: 

Since March 2nd of this year 
there has been a growing quarrel 
between a large number of rate- 
payers of Ontario Riding and the 
Federal and Provincial Govern-- 
ments. This quarrel is based on 
the decision by the two govern- 
ments to site an international air- 
port in Ontario County-Pickering 

The struggle is growing in 
bitterness as the government 
comes closer to expropriating 
some eighteen thousand acres of 
prime Ontario farmland. 

The government argues 
that Malton is incapable of 
operational expansion sufficient 
to take care of air transport 
needs to the year 2000 and thus 
the government must expropriate 
land now in preparation for a 
second international airport. 

The ratepayers argue that 
there is strong ground for saying 
Malton is capable of handling 
traffic demands. They bolster 
their argument with two Min- 
istry of Transport reports (which 
have been suppressed) which 
state Malton is capable of sus- 
taining the anticipated demands. 

There has been considerable 
media publicity with both sides 
firing salvoes of facts, statistics 
and emotional arguments. 

Because the airport will 
cost taxpayers of Canada an en- 
ormous amount of money (acc- 
ording to government airport 
planning teams anywhere from 
one to five billion dollars) the 
ratepayers have asked for a 
hearing into the need for a sec- 
ond airport. They suggest a 
parliamentary committee, such 
as the Air Transport Committee. 

The government has taken 
the attitude that objections to 
expropriation may be raised at 


; people or planes 


an expropriation hearing at which 
time the ratepayers will "have 
their day in court." Independ- 
ent legal advice states that the 
ratepayers will have opportunity 
for nothing but presentation of 
objections. There will be no 
opportunity for investigation of 
the need of a second airport. 
This letter is addressed to 

your readers to alert them to 
the potential waste of tax dollars 
at a time when much higher 
Priorities can be placed on many 
other social endeavours. | 
urge that taxpayers across the 
land press the government for a 
hearing at which all facts may 
be put to determine in an ob- 
jective manner whether a second 
airport is needed.

MERINGUE SHELL FOR A 
DELICIOUS COMPANY 
DESSERT 

For an impressive dessert 
that stays within the budget, 
choose a meringue shell, sugg- 
est food specialists at the Ont- 
ario Food Council, Ontario 
Department of Agriculture and 
Food. Meringues are elegant 
ond versatile enough to be 
part of almost any menu. 

This tested recipe is 
based on a meringue that is 
easy to cut and serve. The 
"cake" is a soft meringue shell 


that does not shatter under a ser- 


ving knife or a guest's fork. 


LEMON PAVOLA CAKE 

Meringue Shell: 
4 egg whites 
3 teaspoon cream of tartar 
1 teaspoon vinegar 
1 cup berry sugar 
1 tablespoon cornstarch 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 tablespoon cold water 

Beat egg whites until 
foamy; add cream of tartar and 
vinegar. Sift sugar and corn- 
starch together; gradually add 
to egg whites, beating until 
stiff peaks form. Fold in 
vanilla and water. Spread 
on lightly greased parchment 
paper, forming two 6% inch 
circles. Bake at 250° for 
50 minutes. Invert on plates; 
remove paper. 


Filling: 
4 egg yolks 
dash salt 
4 cup sugar 
1 tablespoon lemon rind 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
14 cups whipping cream 
4 cup whipping cream 

Beat yolks until foamy; 
gradually add salt and sugar, 
beating until thick and lemon 
coloured. Beat in rind and 
juice. Cook over hot water 
until thickened (about 10 
minutes). Place over cold 
water; stir until cooled. Whip 
14 cups cream; fold into 
cooled lemon mixture. Whip 
remaining 4 cup cream; pipe 
Or spoon around edges of 
shells. Spoon filling into 
centers. Garnish with choc- 
olate shavings if desired. 
Cut each circle into wedges. 

Makes 8 to 10 servings.

RC STUDENTS, LODGERS GET 
SCHOOL BOARD VOTING 
OPTION 

Roman Catholic electors 
who are neither property owners 
or tenants have the choice of 
being enumerated as public or 
separate school board electors 
for the first time this year. 

Revenue Minister Allan 
Grossman said today that recent 
Ontario legislation shifted the 
basis of local electoral status 
from the traditional property 
qualifications of ownership or 
tenancy to a new system based 
upon residency. 

"This means non-property 
owning and non-tenant Roman 
Catholics, such as spouses, 
students and boarders, as well 
as priests and nuns, can now 
vote in separate school board 
elections if they so choose," 
the Minister said. 

Regarding Roman Catholic 
property owners and tenants, Mr. 
Grossman said they have always 
had the choice of directing the 
education portion of property 
taxes to either the public or 
separate school system. "This 
decision determined their school 
board voting status and will 

continue," he added. 

Mr. Grossman said that 

the expansion of voting rights | 
means, for example, that a 
Roman Catholic son or daughter 
who lives at home, is 18 years 
or older, and is a Canadian 
citizen or British subject can 
vote for either the public or 
separate school board irrespect- 
ive of how the parents direct 
their education taxes. | 


| 
Mr. Grossman said that 
| when enumerators, employed by | 


the assessment division in his 
ministry, visit properties during 
September they will identify 
and record Roman Catholics 
who wish to support the separate 
school system. 

The enumerators are coll- 
ecting this and other basic 
data - such as name, age, pro~ 
perty occupancy status and 
citizenship - principally for 
municipal yoters' lists which 
must be delivered to the munic- 
ipal clerk by October 10. The 
lists will be used in this year's 
municipal and school board 
elections being held in 80 per 
cent of Ontario's municipalities 
on December 4. 

Residents are urged to check 
the information recorded by en- 
umerators, to make any necessary 
changes and to sign the notice 
as being correct. The enumer- 
ator will also sign the notice 
and will leave a copy with the 
resident.
